This diamond rush was different from those 
of the old days, however. Claimstakers had porta- 
ble corrugated iron shacks unloaded onto their 
claims from trucks, and there was little claim 
jumping.

World literature edited by Dr. Ed- 
win Everett, Department head;

“Masterworks of World Litera- 
ture” is now used as a standard 
textbéok in humanities at the 
University, other divisions of the 
University System of Georgia, and 
‘Boston. University, Published by 
the Dryden Press, of New York, 
these works are the culmination 
of sseverp years of effort on. the 
part of the compilers. It makes a 
radical departure from existing 
texts in format and cantent. Its 
form is that of the current novel.— 
not two columns to the page nor 
of the “10-pound” variety. Dis- 
tinctive cover illustrations also set 
it apart. Volume I has a front 
ispiece of Greek columns; Volume 
Il, a reproduction of Rodin’s 
“Thinker.” 

In context, the book is different 
in that it is limited to 25 selections. 
By so doing, the authors have 
been able~to present each work 
in complete form, or in ‘the case 
of difficult works, a selection of 
passages which preserves the con- 
tinuity. A feature is .he treatment 
of Chaucer’s “Canterbury Tales.” 
‘Because the editors believed the 
original version difficult of com: 
prehension, they have made a 
modernization. Only the Prologue 
appears in the language of Chau- 
cer, and it is amply footnoted. The 
content contains the major liter- 
ary contributions from the time 
of Greek and Roman Classics to 
(198th Century American selections.

“Reading for Pleasure” will 
serve as the text for freshman 
literature classes at the Univer- 
sity. Its aim is to lead the student 
to like good literature, and to ac- 
complish this, the items included 
lean heavily toward the short 
story, brief lyric poems, and clear 
narrative poetry. A unique char- 
actertistic is that the selections 
lare not arranged chronologically, 
but by a logical sequence in 
which one selection prepares for 
and lends interest to the next. For 
instance, Robert Louis Stevenson's 
essay, “On Falling in Love,” is 
followed by Elizabeth’ Barrett 
Browning’s sonnet, “How Do I! 
Love Thee.” This work is also to 
be published by the Dryden Press 
and will be ready for release be- 
fore the end of the year. 


The need of an instruction me 
dium for freshman composition 
courses prompted three professors 
to write a Freshman Composition 
Book. This manual, which will 
contain exercises in word use and 
the principles of grammar and 
composition, will be published by 
the D. C, Heath Company next 
Spring. 

The poetry works will be pub- 
lished by the University of Geor- 
gia Press and are expected to be 
released early in 1948. Each of the 
books contains from 30 to 40 
poems@ representing the best of 
each man’s writing over the past 
10 to 15 years, Each man has had 
some of the selections published 
singly, but never before in a 
bound volume. 

Dr. Parks 
“Predestinate Iron,” to parallel 
the theme of his poetry—that 
man’s spirit is more enduring than 
his physical form. “Stubborn 
Clay,” according to Davidson, rep- 
resents the clay of which man is 
made, This, he says, is made more 
significant by the poetic subject 
matter which represents the ré- 
sistance of the individual to cer 
tain forces in the world. Both men 
agree that in essence they speak 
about the struggle of man for 
a place in the world. They are 
poems about’ ideas rather§ than 
things. The books will be 80 pages 
each. 


“Music and Literature” is the 
first book in English to attempt 
to cover this subject. The only 
other works along this line have 
been one each in French and Ger- 
man. To be published by the Uni- 
versity of Georgia Press early in 
1948, it concerns itself with the 
relationships between music and 
literature — the influences of one 
upon the other. Although it will 
be used as the text for a course 
of the same name being reinstat 
ed by Dr. Brown this year, the 
book is intended for the general 
reader. It assumes intelligence 
but little specific knowledge. The 
finished work will contain 320 
Pages and will be bound in 6x9. 
inch size. 
| “Pioneer Pilot” is the second ex- 
cating novel for boys to come from 
Dr. Parks. It was just recently 
‘released by Bobbs-Merrill Compa- 
ny and has received many favor- 
able reviews. The book recounts 
‘the adventures of a young lad 
on his first steamboat trip down 
ithe Mississippi River in the job 
of apprentice pilot.

—whether she finds her husband 
‘unsatisfactory and lavishes her 
‘emotions on her children; whether 
her father completely dominated 
her mother and her behavior is a 
rebellion against the same fate. 
“Degrees of independence in 
children vary a great deal, natural- 
ly,” said Mrs. Hacker, lightening 
‘up the coal. black picture of mom- 
ism a little. “Independence is 
good, but that doesn’t mean that 
the child who depends on his 
‘mother rather more than average 
will be a total failure. 
| “The important thing is for a 
'child to feel that he is wanted, 
and that, whatever he does, he 
will find sympathy and _ under- 
standing in the home. If his re- 
port card is bad, it may be be

A good home is one that provides 
pleasant associations for the child, 
said Mrs. Hacker Parents who 
make every speciai occasion a time 
for family celebration are giving 
their kids something to hang on 
to. Even in a family where both 
parents work it’s the quality of 
family life rather than the quan- 
tity that counts. If a working 
mother can give her children the 
affection and family fun they need 
in the evenings and on her week 
ends, she’s doing a better job than 
the mother who stays home but 
doesn’t make home life pleasant 
for the youngsters. 

An important point for the work 
ing mother to consider, Mrs. Hack 
er feels, is whether her child has 
friends whose mothers also work 
If he feels “different” she may 
think twice before taking a job 
Children don't like to be singled 
out from a group. 

In relation to this feeling “dif 
ferent,”’ a real task for good par 
ents, in Mrs. Hacker's. opinion, is 
to teach children how to form 
their individual standards, how to 
tell right from wrong, constructive 
action fro.n destructive. 

“My advice or this is just to be 
honest,” she said. “If you set the 
clock back when the maid isn't 
looking, just to get fifteen min 
utes’ more work out of her, a child 
wilt conclude that such tricks are 
all right. On the other hand, if 
you're honest and fair, he'll learn 
to be that way wita others.” 

Mrs. Hacker is the wife of Louis 
M. Hacker, historian and profes- 
sor of economics at Columbia Uni- 
versity. They have two children, 
a son 18 and a daughter 12.

AUTOMATIC 


Dream Camera 
Said on the Way 


FORT MONMQUTH, N. J.—(4) 
A “dream camera” that will take 
pictures automatically *as fast as 
the photographer can trip the 
shutter is being developed in the 
Army’s laboratories -here 

The camera not only will take 
pictures at a pace of one a second 
or more, but it will be immune 
to heat. cold and wet, and it will 
stand being dropped and bumped, 
says the Army 

A range finder will focus the 
camera as the photographer sights 
on his picture, and the film will 
be moved automatically. to the 
next exposure. There will be 
three lenses for taking pictures 
at various distances. 

The camera, now known ex: 
perimentally as the “PH-518-PF,” 
may become available on the com- 
mercial isarket eventually, says 
the Army’s Signa? Corps which 
is developing it. But that won't 
be for a year at least. 

The fiim will be perforated and 
will come in frolls, ‘like the fa- 
miliar 35-millimeter film. But it 
will be 70 milimeters, another 
standard size. It will be moved 
from one exposure to the next 
by gears, which will engage the 
perforations, and a counter will 
register the number of exposures 
already made. 

The filin will be moved from 
one exposure to the next auto- 
matically. As one picture is made, 
a fresh piece of film will snap 
along into place, a feature lim- 
ited hitherto largely to the Ger- 
man-made Rolleifiex camera 
whose film is moved by spring 
action.

The Trend Toward Decentralization 


' Atlanta and other Southern cities can 
take considerable hope ‘from-a population 
@urvey just concluded by the Census 
Bureau in which the conclusion is drawn 
that Southérn and Western metropolitan 
areas will continue to expand at the ex- 
pense of centers in Northeastern and Cen- 
tral States. 


‘ But the survey will not bring undi- 
-luted joy to city officials. Rather, it indi- 
“cates they will face problems which have 
not. heretofore arisen. 


, . For while the study shows metropoli- 
tan areas are gaining at the expense of 
the farm population, the Bureau carefully 
moted that the number of “cliff-dwellers” 
those living in city apartments—is on 
‘the, decline. 


. 


“People—and industries—appear to be 
geeking the elbow room of burbs and 
rural areas hugging the large metropoli- 
tan centers,” says the Bureau's report. 


Certain economists for the past several 
years have been predicting a population 
shift of this type and evidence is abun- 
dant in the Atlanta vicinity that the move- 
ment already is yell developed here. The 
high cost of living and lack of housing ac- 
eommodations in the city have accentuated 
the shift. 


Whether such a trend is beneficial or 


détrimental is beside the point. The Cen- 
sus Bureau report shows it to be of nation- 
wide proportions and, therefore, likely to 
continue even in times of normal living 
costs and ample housing. 


In short, the city "of the future, is 
likely to be the comparatively small hub 
of a sprawling metropolitan area dotted 
by vast numbers of small home plots that 
give the occupants their desired “elbow 
room” And the ¢ity proper will be hard 
put to obtain the necessary tax revenue 
to provide facilities for the hordes that 
flock in every morning and leave when 
the day’s work is done. A corollary prob-: 
lem will be that of providing rapid trans- 
portation and elimination of traffic tie-ups. 
Better street planning will be imperative. 


And, unless remedial measures are 
taken, there will exist the, anomaly of a 
small number of city residents, through 
their vote, exercising control over meas- 
ures that affect the daily lives of those 
in the entire metropolitan area. 

Such a condition already exists to a 
degree in Atlanta. 

The remedy here already has been sug- 
gested.

provided this hapless family by 
a miserly landlord. 

The Gormans share plumbing 
facilities with several dozens of 
their fellow laborers in an unhy- 


sonorous Man and his wife pay $5 a week 


rent. Rut they will not be able 
long to afford this, because they 
are unemployed. 


WITH 1,500 other members~of 
the National Farm Labor Union, 
AFL, they are out on strike against 
the Di Gorgio Farm Corporation, 
an outfit which grows plums, apri- 
cots and grapes. The human chat- 
tels quit work to force their em- 
ployer at least to agree to discuss 
such (to them) life or death mat- 
ters as better hours, an increase 
mn the pittance they call wages, 
and more acceptable working con- 
ditions. Included among the strik- 
ers were 130 Mexican Nationals, 
working under contract between 
the Mexican and the United States 
overnments. 

These serfs sought to walk out 
along with others, but they were 
prevented by the orders of ar- 
rogant officials of the United 
States Department of Agricul- 
ture. In effect, those officials 
threatened: “Ejither.act as strike 
breakers here or be deported to 
Mexico.” This high-handed ac- 
tion brought protest from the 
Mexican Embassy to the State 
Department, resulting in a prom- 
ise that the Mexicans would be 
removed from the strike-bound 
area. 

Meanwhile, the Di Gorgio Cor- 


. poration fs able to operate on’ a nation on earth. 


reduced scale. Naturally the ag- 
lricultural slaves are the chief suf- 
ferers. Until now the ns 
have maintained a roof over the 
heads of their children. We will 
not examine the roof too closely, 
but the climate is a dry one. The 
family has no money, but it is ac-

_ WHAT REMAIN of government- 
built labor camps have been either 
leased or sold. The gentle Asso- 
ciated Farmers leased the Arvin 
Camp, where we now are, and at 
once raised the rents and abol- 
ished all comforts and services. 
Long hours and meager pay are 
their ideas of social obligation. 
But we must leave the Gormans 
to their hopes and dreams of a bet- 
ter day and return to our Thanks- 
giving Day dinners, the first one 
of which, indulged in by the Pil- 
grim Fathers, was made possible 
by the great-hearted Indian Mas- 
sasoit.

Hamburg Kids 
Look to U. S. 
For Gay Yule

HAMBURG—A_ gift package 
from America is the only hope 
for most boys and girls in this 
wretchedily unhappy city as prep- 
arations are in progress for the 
third postwar Christmas season. 

Though Christmas Eve is the 
high spot of normal German fes- 
tivities, the children customarily 
receive their gifts on Dec. 6, the 
Feast of St. Nicholas. The gifts are 
distributed around the room be 
side the traditional Weinach- 
Steller, or Christmas plates, long 
before the trees go up. ) 

Neither the London Conference 
nor the dismantling of machinery 
for reparations has seemed so im- 
portant to Hamburg parents as 
the good news headlined in the! 
papers here that the United’ 
States would’ ship clothing, 
blankets and shoes from surplus 
army stocks to ease the Winter 
suffering of the German poor. 
Though their distribution is ex 
pected to take place in time for 
Christmas, there is fear that red 
tepe and shipping shortage may 
Gelay their arrival. What's worse 
is that in spite of the publicity 
given to the gifts here, this city 
lies in the British Zone, and it 
is not clear whether there is any 
intention to spread the surplus 
over the whole Anglo-American 
Zone. 

Christmas inevitably recalls to 
the grownups the Nazi Winter ] 
help campaigns and, realizing the 
threat this implies to the rising 
tide of democracy, Rudolf Peter- 
sen. Hamburg’s first postwar 
mayor, founded the German Help 
Society to coordinate welfare ef 
forts of the Red Cross and the 
Catholic, Protestant and Jewish 
agencies. Today Hamburg boasts 
it is the only German city with 
such a non-partisan organization. 

In the two vears of its exist- 
ence, the Society has collected 
more than 16,000,000 marks for 
welfare purposes, and in demo- 
cratic values this is. remarkable as 
fi all came in voluntarily and 
without any of the political pres- } 
sure that was a feature of the 
Nazi Winter help campaigns.

MEXICO City — (NANA)— 
Bullfighting, like any other sport, 
has rules and a traditional for- 
mula, but, as in any other sport, 
you never know what is going to 
happen within that formula. What 
happened here recently may not 
have been any great surprise to 
Mexicans who have seen many 
“corridas de toros,” but it was a 
novelty to us. 

The first bull won round one 
from the first matador by a knock- 
out in about two minutes, 15 sec- 
onds. 

A spectator got so excited about 
the whole business that he leaped 
into the ring as a volunteer “mata- 
dor,” fighting the bull, holding up 
the show and generally grabbing 
ithe act for the lead roles. 

Apparently, spectator participa- 
tion happens frequently in bul! 
rings since there’s a word for it 
int Spanish, and a 15-day jail sen- 
tence, too. The gent who changes 
from passive to active status in 
one of these affairs is an “espoh- 
taneo,” and he is treated quite 
casually by the crowd and the 
sportswriters. 

The espontaneo in Sunday's set- 
to was a teen-age lad clad in 
aneakers, highwater pants and 
sweatshirt. During a lull in the en- 
gagement of the fifth bull, he sud- 
denly piled over the barrier, 
dashed ‘to the center of the huge 
ring with a muleta he had 
snatched up somewhere and invit- 
ed the bull to charge his red ban- 
ner 

The bull obliged, several times. 
The youngster thereupon turned 
in the best, that is, the closest 
performance of the day. with the 
bull all but carving his initials 
on the youth’s chest. 

The professionals gathered 
around, trying to cach the bull's 
attention, but the bull was busy. 

There was a noticeable lack of 
cops to give the espontaneo the 
bum’s rush. They waited back of 
‘the barrier until, when the pros 
got the bull away, the kid tried 
to get out of the ring. 

After one lap around the ring, 
with John Law on hand at any 
given point, the volunteer mata- 
dor surrendered. 

The pros went on with the per- 
formance, but the crowd had eyes 
only for the march to the .cala- 
bozo, which they accompanied with 
such a hooting and whistling that 
the espontaneo finally was turned 
loose, to return triumphant to his 
seat, 

We understand this happened 
only because of the quality of 
his performance. If this act had 
gone sour, or if the bull had trom- 
pled him, he’d have had a jail 
address for sure for the next two 
weeks.

Nazis Used 
Farben Gas, 


Trial Told 


NUERNPERG, Germany, Nov. 
26—(P)—A poison gas so deadly 
that one pound could kill 125 per- 
sons was manufactured bv CG. 
Farbenindustrie and supplied to 
Nazi concentration camps for the 
extern.ination of inmates, the 
United States prosecution charged 
Wednesday in the war cri ial 
of 23 former Farben Directors. 

The gas was called “Cycle ne-B,” 

The German insecticide com 
pany “Degesch,” in which Farben 
had a 42'» percent interest and 
on whose Board of 11! it had five 
seats, was the sole producer of the 
gas, the Court was told. 

The prosecution introduced doc- 
uments to show that Degesch pro 
duced and delivered the ‘as to the 
SS (Nazi Elite Guard) with the 
knowledge it was being used to 
k | human beings. The' do .uments 
were admitted by the United 
States Tribunal over defens~ ob- 
jections on the ground that Far-. 
be exercised no influence over 
Degesch. 

One of the docyments was an 
interrogation in 1945 of Kurt Ger- 
stein, SS officer in charge of the 
Elite. Guard’s Disinfectant Depart- 
ment, who indicated the death- 
dealing power of the gas. 

The prosecution, charging Far- 
ben made a 200 percent profit on 
its investment, said the combine’s 
officials knew the gas was the 
“approved .ethod” of extermina- 
tion in all concentration camps. 

A Romanian doctor and former 
inmate of the notorious Oswiecim 
(Auschwitz) Concentration Camp 
death mill said 1.e g: was poured 
through the roof of the gassing 
chamber or through windows. 

“To kill a chamber ful! of peo- 
ple reyuired three to five min- 
utes,” the witness, Dr. Charles 
Bendel, testified. 

The prosecution named Defend- 
ant Wilhelm Mann, Heinrich Hoer- 
lein and Karl Wurster as particu- 
larly incriminated by the charges 
because they were on the Board 
of Degesch. The other Farben 
directors, however, also knew “Cy- 
clone-B gas was being used at 
Auschwitz to exterminate Jews,” 
the prosecutors added,

Such a collection has been pre 
pared by Ellery Sedgwick, for 30 
years Editor of the Atlantic 
Monthly, under the title, “Atlan- 
tic Harvest: Memoirs of the At- 
lantic.” This book — a large and 
beautifully printed and bound vol- 
umée — is both a “harvest” of 
some of the best material that has 
appeared in the Atlantic, and a 
memoir-commentary by Mr. Sedg- 
wick. A long, quaint subtitle 
(which is quite appropriate in such 
a book) stresses their memotr- 
commentary angle thus: 

“Wherein are to be found 
stories, anecdotes, and opinions, 
controversial and otherwise: to- 
gether with a variety of matter, 
relevant and irrelevant, accom- 
panied by certain obdurate con- 
victions.”’ 

Mr. Sedgwick has brought to 
gether the best work of nearly 50 
distinguished writers, all of which

There is no piece here that does 
not have more than passing inter- 
est and significance, notes the 
editor.

There ic no secret how it was 
fone. Italian businessmen, who 
gre as clever as sin and twice as 
unrecrupulous when they want to 
he. drove hard bargains for the 
highest possible prices in meet. 
ing the world-wide dearth of con 
sumer goods after the war 

Italian business has been in a 
sound competitive position because 
it has a virtually undamaged in- 
dustrial plant operating at 70 to 80 
percent of prewar capacity, raw 
materials supplied by UNRRA and 
American credits, plentiful Alpine 
electric power, Europe's largest 
supply of skilled manpower, and 
low production costs. But, best of 
all. Italy had vast hoards of much- 
indiemand textiles available for 
ouick sale. These stocks had been 
hidden away during the war right 
under the noses of the Germans 
and. moreover, had been kept hid 
fen even from the Alies until last 
vVear 
CAUSES DISCONTENT 

Indeed. the reluctance of Ital 
lan business to forego the lucra- 
tive policy of high prices and cal 
culated release of manufactured 
inventories is one of the princi- 
nal causes of economic discontent 
in Italy today 

The bonanza of rang: 
ing from a clear, minimum 10 per- 
rent to at times as high as 200 and 
300 percent, and spent freeiy on 
pleasure, food, travel, cars and 
luxuries —— not only has been a 
ronstant irritant to labor, but is 
being cited as the prime illustra- 
tion of the basic grievance of 
Italy's low-income classes-—which, 
in effect. means most of the na 
hon. 

As phrased by most critics—-and 
it must be remembered that, the 
Communists aside, the economic 
thinking in Italy is left of cen- 
ter, even among a good many of 
Premier Alcide de Gasperi's 
Christian Democrats this griev- 
ance of labor is that Italian busi- 
ness or capitalism has a monopoly, 
not alone of the profits, but, 
worse, of the opportunity to make 
profits.

Significantly, it has been the de 
Gasperi Government which has at 
long last faced up to at least the 
issue of excess profits for the first 
time since Fascism and is forcing 
a healthy shaking down of Italian 
industry. 

Credit restrictions have 
pelled industries to raise 
ing funds out of reserves, sales of 
inventories and new stock issues, 
but only after bitter last-ditch 
protests from hoarders and manu- 
facturers who want to keep prof- 
its high by firing surplus labor 
(which is only fair) and by cur 
tailing production, which is mani 
festly unfair). « 

Italian business, before the 
credit restri¢tion went into effect, 
financed its aperations pretty 
cheaply, too, through Government 
subsidies which have amounted to 
nearly 100,000,000,000 lire ($286.,- 
000,000) since the end of the war. 
This should help é@xplain why 
Italy, which had 27,000,000,000 lire 
in currency in circulation in 1939, 
has closer to 600.000.000.000 in 
1947. These loans form part of 
Italy’s public debt, which now ap 
proaches the astronomical figure 
of 2,000,000,000,000 lire. 


STRANGE ALLIANCE 

A curious feature of these sub- 
sidjes has been the tacit alliance 
between big industry and _ the 
Communists, who have vigorously 
supported credits to the big firms, 
even at the expense of smaller 
firms needing cash to meet pay- 
rolis, because, after all, the big 
companies are the ones who pro- 
vide the largest number of jobs 
for men in labor unions. 

The Communists, too, hold up 
Fiat, the “General Motors” of 
Italy, as a model for its Labor- 
Management Committee —— which 
labor is demanding for all Italian 
plants. | 

Industry in Italy is a medley of 
a half a dozen giants and a swarm 
of gnatse There are some 22,000 
corporations with about 60,000,000- 
000 lire in total capitalization, al- 
though revaluations now are in- 
creasing the figure in terms of 
the present cheap lire. Seventy 
percent of industry is located in 
the Milan-Turin-Genoa triangle in

In industry’s united front—the 
Italian Confederation of Industry 

less than two percent of the 
member companies employ nearly 
50 percent of the total Italian in- 
dustrial labor force, while 95 per- 
cent of the firms employ fewer 
than 100 workers each. 

Not only are there no antitrust 
laws to keep the big corporations 
in line, but stiff tariffs protect in- 
dustry even when it operates un- 
economically—that is, when it 
costs more to manufacture an item 
in Italy than it would to buy if 
abroad. 

An American tire, for example, | | 
would be four times cheaper over 
here than a Pirelli Italian tire. 
Likewise, a Fiat automobile that 
sells for 1,500,000 lire—more than 
= $3 000—is simply not as good, any 
Italian will tell you, as an Ameri. 
can car that would sell for half 
that price.
